"We hop© to obtain frora him copies of the iixformation wliich 
he sends to the general,"

of "Peter"' 8 reports tol^AKO. As nothing v:a£ forthcoming^ ^gain 
brought up til© subject on 11 April 1956. On 12 April, hs j^ceiveS from 
) a written iKjte which, translated, was as follows; 

"Peter never serriE v;ritten reports to his chief. The time 
that he asked you to send it v;as an uxeeption. ("Cast 
excoptionsllement qu'il I'a fait, lorsqu'il vous e deraande 
de le traasmottre.") 

"liis only correspordence is for the purpose of ari'anfi.ng 
meetings in an agreed-upon terminrilogy , "
